Religious, that Perſons may appear Charitable to the 
World without the leaſt Tincture of Religion in them, 
is plain amongſt other Inſtances from thoſe of af De- 
nominations, who in Converſation have-a ſet of Com- 
paſſionate Words, which make them ſeem indeed: to: 
have a concern for the Souls of Men, whilft on the 
one ſide they would bring them to Church Unity or 
Communion, the beſt Preſervative againſt Schiſms and 
Diſſenſions, on the other ſide to Peace, to Charity, and 
Moderation: but all this meerly to advance themſelves 

in the World, to be applauded of Men, to gain Pro- 
ſelytes to a Faction, or Trade to their Shops: For many 
of theſe very Men on both ſides, whilſt they are bring- 
ing each other under their Power, ſhall be as far from 
reducing their oppoſites. to true Union, ſhall be more 
Unpeaceable, more Uncharitable, more Immoderate in 
their Proceedings than thoſe who never heard of the 
Goſpel of Unity and Peace: and act too often as if the 
moſt equal Diſpenſation of the Bleſſed Jeſus recom- 
| mended kindneſs only to a Party, and did not oblige. 
us, as far as in us lyeth, to live Peaceably with all Mex, 
with Enemies as well as Friends: a 
Not unlike ſome other Perſons in the World, who 
that they may appear Charitable in another Senſe, viz. 
to the Bodily wants of their Brethren, have uſually a 
ſet of ſmall Coin about them for that purpoſe, that 
they may be, if I may ſo expreſs it, Mechanically Cha- 
ritable. Whoſe Hands by a frequent Habit ſhall oſten 
| = dive 
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and Religious Loyalty. 
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dive into their Pockets to ſatisfy the next andeſerving 
Petitioner in the Streets, when the Divine Grace of 
Charity, as appears by their undiſtinguiſhing largeſſes, 
never in the leaſt entred their Hearts probably thro? 
a whole Courſe of ſuch Benefactions :. Thoſe I mean 
who deſire to be ſeen in the Streets giving often- 
times the Half-Penny, or it may on an extraordinary 
impulſe, the Six-Penny Piece, but no more for the 
ſake of Jeſus, than the Beggars think of Chriſt in 
whoſe name they demand it. 


And then as for Loyalty, the other Topic I men- 
tion'd, that it may be a Stranger to Religion, is full as 
evident to all who look abroad: How often, for in- 
ſtance, have you and I ſeen and heard? (in theſe latter 
times as well as former days) How often have we ſeen 
and heard, did Lſay? Nay, how much oftner have 
we Lamented, than we could with prudence reprove 
thoſe, who amidſt a Volley of Oaths over the full 
charg'd Brimmers, have been warmly Loyal with their 
Lips, when God knows they had not the leaſt. Fear of 
him before their Eyes! 


We are to be Religionſly Charitable then, and Reli- 
giouſiy Loyal, when we are exhorted 0 Love the Bro- 
therhood,, to Fear God, and to Honour the Ring, or to 
Honour the Queen, as the Apoſtle-would have laid the 
Injun&ion-with an- Emphaſis, to the Reverſe of a fro- 
ward, Uſurping, Infidel; Tyrant, as was Nero, in a Mer- 
ciful, Rightful, Chriſtian Severaign, and She of the beſt 
ſort of Chriſtians too, a Proteſtant Queen. N

"A QVEEN, to whoſe Birth, Education, Mar- 


riage, Succeſſion, this Nation is bound fo much as well 
as to Her Heart, truly Exg/iſh or truly Proteſtant, That 
1 muſt confeſs I know not how we can engage Heaven 
enough for the Preſervation of a Life ſodear; Nor how 
we can better do it, and at once anſwer the Will of God, 
and the expectations of Her our Prince, than by be- 
ing in our ſeveral Stations Religiouſly Charitable, and 
Religrouſly Loyal. 


But to take a ſhort view of ,the happy Advantages 
we enjoy ander her Providence, that we may the 
more ſucceſsfully define our Duty. | 
Me ought always, and in all places, to accept it with 
all thankfulneſs from God that Her Majeſty in the firſt 
place is by Her Birth a Daughter of Nobles , which 
Solomon requires to make a Land happy, Eccl. 10. 17. 
Reeſe art thou O Land, whoſe Prince is deſcended of 
Novles. Whoſe Progenitors have wielded the Scepter 
before, and thereby pointed out the more ſucceſsful 
- meaſures of Adminiſtring the Government : which, 
ifit be an advantage, as certainly tis a very great one, 
we herein Poſtpone all other Kingdoms: Her Ma. 
Jefty for Royal Extraction and long Line of Deſcent, 
being thought to excel all Chriſtian Princes at leaſt, 
if not thoſe of the whole World. 1 
Nor are we leſs Fortunate in the Circumſtances of 
Her Education, than thoſe of Her Parentage; For 
cho? that laſt Word, calls to my mind the Infelicity 
of Her Father's Principles, which yet had neither been 
fatal to Himſelf nor theſe Kin 5 but thro the 
Dilloyalty of Her Grand- Fathers Subjects, W 
e | ' abandon? 
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abandon'd him to a Popiſh Intereſt abroad: Vet to 
Her Majeſty's Eternal Flonour be it ſpoken, and with 
thanks to our N Good God ought it often to be 
mention'd in theſe ſacred Places, That amidſt the 
deepeſt Contagion of Popery She contracted no defile- 
ments on Her ows Religion; That under the ſtrongeſt 
attempts She was able to defend it againſt the boldeſt 
or the feſt Aſſailant : and that no temptations of any 
kind could at any time oblige Her to fail in Her Duty 
to God, or in the leaſt diminiſh Her affections to the 
Church of England as by Law Eftabliſf'd. 


Nor has She thus far only been a Bleſing to theſe 


Nations in Her ow# Perſon ſingly, but when She 


chang*d Her condition, *twas to be join'd in Marriage 
to a Prince ofthe Proteſtant Profeſſion; A PRINCE 
ſo well belov'd by the Engliſb, and fo affectionate to 
them in all particulars as tends to the viſible ſecurity 
of our equat Laws, our jaſt Liberties, and Reformed 
Religion, the happy Inheritance of the Britiſh Subject: 
Of all which He muſt be ever eſteem'd under God, in 
a great meaſure the Preſerver, both by his Religion as 
tis Prot eſt ant, 
over the Strength of this Nation, as Generaliſſimo of 
the Land Forces, and Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
land. | 
By a joyful conjuncture of theſe Circumſtances She 
ſucceeded to the Throne witha more Univerſal Com- 
placence of all Her Liege People than hath been uſually 
taken notice of at other times: fince which, you ſhall 


give me leave to obſerve for the Credit of Her Ge- 
nerals both by Sea and Land, that they have done 
more-for the Honour and Security of the Engliſh Na. 


tion ſinoe Her |Majefty's happy Inauguration, than

to the entire Deſtruction of a moſt Excellent Prince, 
and all his Poſterity too, had not God been more 
merciful to us than we ſeem'd either to deſire, or 
deſerve, in a Reſtauration or Revolution. 

So from hence it may be gather'd, That we are then 
only upon a firm Baſis, we can then only depend upon 
the Eſtabliſhment of our Conſtitution, when Lali and 
Charity ſhall centre in, and be regulated hy Religion: 
When this Mercy, and that Truth ſhall thus meet tage- 
ther; then may we expect the long-wiſh'd for Happy 
Days, when Righteouſneſs and Peare ſhall kiſs each other;

lays, of «reaſonable diſcontents, may give a Cunning 
and a Formidable Adverſary ſuch Advantages over us, 
as may render our Affairs i done once, or provoke 
God fo, as to render our Cauſe andone for ever. 


Let us Honour Her alſo by paying the ſtrictect Obe- 
diente to the Laws and Inj unctions of Her our Sove- 
raign, either actively, or paſſwvely, not only as She 
bears the Sword, and can Execute Juſtice on 457 1 
but becauſe She is the Ordinance of God; She is His 
Vice-gerent ; She receives Her Power from Him, who 
commands us to ſubmit to the Powers that be, not only 
far Wrath, but alſo for Conſcience ſake :

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Let us Honour Her laſtly, by Reverencing Her 
Character: Let us neither promote, nor even hear - 
en to any Seditious Pamphlets, Labels, Stories, or 
Whiſpers againſt Her Perſon or Government, cover'd 
how plauſibly ſoever: For, as Subjects may not touch 
their Princes with a Violent Hand, neither may they 
[mite them with a Virulent Tongue, or Pen, as if the 
had not been Anointed with Oyl : Such Sacrilege is it to 
rob them of their Honour, by deſpiſing their Dominions, 
and ſpeaking Evil of their Dignities, That if we ſhould . 
know any Perſonal. Infirmities of Her Majeſty (which | 
Her greateſt Enemies, if fo much Goodneſs ever had 
any really ſuch, cannot maliciouſly ſuggeſt) we ought - 
not to bazon them abroad to Her Prejudice; or to 
think, that God has given Private Perſons Authority. 
to ſay to ſuch a Queen, What doeſt Thon? 


Theſe, and ſuch like Inſtances of Scripture Obedi- 
ence, which proceed from a Feur of God, are Tefts of 
True Loyalty ; and no one that truly fears God, can be 
Guilty of-any Teſts of Loyalty, but ſuch as theſe: -- 

To ſay that the Man who Roars, and Carſes, and 
Drinks for the Queen, Honours the Queen, whulſt he 
fears not God, is all one as to ſay, That the HWhinag, 
Contentious, Hypocritical Wretch fears God, whilft-: 
He Honours not the Queen: No, a Bad Chriſtian can 
no more be a Good Subject, than an It Subject a Good 
Chriſtian : To ſay, we fear the Lord, when we 
Honour not the Queen, is to demonſtrate our ſelves - 
meer Canting Traytors : To ſay, we Honour the Queen 
when we fear not God, is to be downright Atheiſtical 
Courtiers: And happy would it be for this Nation, 
could it lee Her Court, Her Senate, Her Fleets, Her 
Armies, 


—— 
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Armies, Her Exchanges, T wiſh I could not ſay, Her 
Charches alſo, Cleared of theſe Pernicious Vipers of 
both forts. | 


Conſtantius the Emperor, we are told, took a 
lucky way to effect ſuch a Reformation amongſt his 
Miniſters, as this; He pretended to renounce Chriſtia- 
nity, and return to Paganiſm. All thoſe who followed 
His Example, He Caſhier's immediately; giving this 
ſolid and ſubſtantial Reaſon for ſo doing, That thoſe 
who would not be true to their Principles, their God; 
ought in no reaſon to be truſted by their Prince. 


And have we not ſeen the Reverſe of the Experi- 
ment as true, That thoſe who have beth for cloſing 
with Common-wealth Projects in our Days, againſt the 
Tztereft of their Monarch's Crown and Dignity, have 
not always had the beſt Characters for Religion: So juſt 
is that Obſervation of H. Wrir, that when Men come 
to have, or defire, no Soveraign amongſt them, the 
_— do that which is right, not in God's Eyes, but 
their own. 


And indeed if we'll conſult the Reaſons of theſe 
things, they are very obvious, in this Caſe at leaſt: 
For, as on the one fide, we cannot think an Oath of 
Allegiance ſhould hold that Man, who contemns the 
Vialation of his Baptiſmal Vom, or that he who every - 
moment blaſphemes his Maker's Name, and profanes 
every thing that is Sacred, whether Perſons, Times, 
or Places, becauſe they bear His — upon them, 
ſhould revere the Inge of God in his Prince only: So 
neither can we ſuppoſe that any Covenant of Goa 

e D 2 ſhould 
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ſhould hold that Man who diſpenſes with his Oaths 


tothem, who, under Him and His Chriſt are Supreme; 
or, That they who would degrade theſe Earrhly 
Gods, and would at the ſame time themſelves become 
like thoſe Sons of the moſt High, (whom they are com- 
manded to Honour at a diſtance) can ever be true to 
the Divize Majeſty: No, Loyalty to be ſure can have 
no ſtrong hold on Men of little or no Conſcience ; who 
if they chance to be of the right ſide ſometimes, *tis 
owing to their good Fortunes, not their Intentions: 
What has been ſaid heretofore by a Moral Writer of 
Conſtitutional Vertues in general, and I have taken 
notice of with reſpect tO (.harity in particular, MAKE 
eldouer dx emaiwguela, we may take up of ſuch Men's 
Loyalty: *Tis well they are ſo, but *twas beſides their 
Deſign : | 


In one word, the caſe of Charity and Loyalty are. 
the ſame, when not founded upon proper Principles : 
Should a Man who pretends to be acted by one of 
theſe Vertues or t' other, be brought under a weighty 
Temptation to prattiſe the contrary ; I am ſure ſuch: 


an one would be found in the Balance, neither truly 


Charitable nor truly Loyal, without the mighty Aids of 
Divine Grace, without. the Powerful Influences of. 
Religion. 


To wind up this whole Diſcourſe, Let us all here 
preſent, with Joy and Thankfulneſs contemplate. 
requenbly the tranſcendent Excellency of the Chr:-- 
ſtian Religion, profeſs'd in the Church of 8

breaks, hand 
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which tends to make us as Happy as poſſibly we can 
be on this ſide the Grave: And as far excels the Eſſays 
of Philoſophy, the Principles of any other Religion, or 
the novel Schemes raiſed up within herſelf as the 
Bright Original Splendour of the Sun, doth the faint- 
er borrow*d Shinings of the Moon: Nothing there- 
fore can be more the Intereſt of all Men, than the ad- 
vancing in the Faith and Practice of this Excellent 
Church, which both ſecures our Princes in all their 
Rights, and obliges Fellon-Subjects to pay to each 
whatever is due from the Relations they ſtand in, as 
might be eaſily ſhew*d by Induction from all other 
Particulars, as well as Charity and Loyalty, which 
have been the Subjects of this Diſcourſe : 2
